Guayule  (Gwa-yoo-lay) , which  grows  hip-high  in  a 
gray  green  blanket  on  limestone  tablelands  in  the 
Rio  Grande  region,  about  two  weeks  ago  was  put  on 
Uncle  Saiii's  "No.  I"  list  of  strategic  rav;  materials 
most  vital  for  national  security.

GIL  SEED  ^qp 
FOR  FOOD  SUPPLY 


The  only  neighbors  to  the  strategic  plant-  are.  . 
sagebrush,  nesquite  aiid  cactus. 

There  is  a bonanza  of  bounce  in  guayule 's  woody 
stems  and  it  is  the  only  plant  native  to  the  United 
States,  notes  the  National  Geographic  Society,  v;hich 
has  ever  been  cultivated  in  this  country  as  a com- 
mercial source  of  natural  rubber. 


A new  oil  seed  crop  for 
Texas  will  plan  an  impor-r 
tant  role'  as  a supplement 
for  food  items  states  Dr. 
Earl  H,  Collister  who  is 
in  charge  of  research  at 
Texas  Research  Foundation 
in  Renner. 


Guayule  was  planted  in  California  during  World 
War  II  in  a stretch  of  32,000  acres  of  government 
land. 

Involving  a total  outlay  of  more  than  $45,000,000 
this  guayule  cultivation  program  represented  the 
most  extensive  effort  ever  made  to  grow  nat^ural  rub- 
ber here  at  home. 


Dr.  Collister  predicts 
that  in  the  not  too  dis-^ 
tant  future  many  Texas 
farmers  will  grow  oil  seed 
as  a cash  crop. 

The  foundation  in  the 
last  six  years  has.  found 
sesame,  soybeans,  and  sun- 
flowers as  the  most  prom- 
ising seed  oil  producers. 
All  are  edible,  Dr.  Col- 
lister said. 

Sesame  meal,  he  dis- 
closed, is  being  used  as 
a supplement  to  cornmeal 
and  other  corn  products 
to  correct  a dietary  de- 
*ficiency  in  niacin  and  to 
maintain  a proper  aiiiino* 
acid  balance. 


In  chemical  composition  guayule  differs  from  Para, 
the  rubber  of  the  tropical  hevea  tree  only  in  a high- 
er resin  content.  Mixed  with  a resinless  synthetic 
guayule  makes  a "batter"  matched  exactly  to  the  best 
natural  rubber.

Although  India  is  sup- 
plying Dost  of  the  uonoy 
for  the  current  supplies 
she  is  obtaining,  the 
Agriculture  Department  and 
the  Dcononic  Co-Operation 
Administration  (Harshall 
Plan)  arc  helping  pay  the 
bill.

India  at  the  same  time 
negotiated  the  purchase  of 
200,000  tons  of  grain  sor- 
ghux.s  from  the  Ag^’iculture 
Department  from  Government 
surplus  stocks.  About  half 
of  the  grain  sorghums  have 
been  shipped.

SOS  Made  Discovery 

Por  a long  tine,  Bernal 
Hickiaan  of  Eastland  County 
has  refused  io  be  sold  on 
the  value  of  deep  plowing., _ 

When  his  crops  were  har- 
vested, it  usually  wasn’t 
long  until  his  tractor  could 
be  seen,  circling  the  field 
at  a high  rate  of  speed. 

But  if  you  didn't  see  i|t 
until  later,  you  night  not 
think  it  had  been  plowed  at 
all.  Because  he  only 
scratshcd  tne  surface  deep 
enough  to  kill  the  weeds 
and  Joimson  grass. 

One  of  his  reasons  for 
doing  this  was  to  keep  all 
the  trash  on  top  and  protect 
the  land.  But  he  had  other 
reasons.  When  asked  about 
the  need  for  deeper  break- 
ing he  v/ould  shalee  his  head 
and  say,  "That's  too  expen- 
sive. I 'll  let  clover  and 
grasses  to  that  for  ue." 

Some  of  the  hired  hands 
have  thought  he  v;as  crazy. 
Maybe  sone  other  people, too. 
But  his  yields  continued  to 
go  upl 

The  reason  was  discovered 
last  week,  by  R.  C.  Moore 
and  Sinon  E.  Wolfe  of  the 
Soil  Conservation  Service. 

In  one  of  Mr.  Hickuan's 
fields,  they  found  that 
they  could  shove  an  IS-inch 
sharp-shooter  down  to  the 
hilt,  with  ease,  even  as  dry 
as  it  was.  This  field  had 
been  in  Madrid  clover  for 
three  yefars.  They  tried  the 
sane  thing  on  a neighbor's 
field,  which  hadii't  been  in 
clover.  Result:  they  broke 
their  sharp-shooter  handlel 


COTTOII  GOAL  NECESSARY 
TO  SERVICE  OP  COUNTRY 

Harold  A.  Young,  President  of  the  National  Cot- 
ton Council,  said  here  that  "cotton  is  second  only 
to  steel"  as  the  nost  vital  military  material  and 
that  cotton  growers  are  going  to  have  to  meet  the 
lb, 000,000-bale  goal  this  year. 

He  pointed  out  that  step-ups  in  defense  output 
have  resulted  in  new  requirements  for  cotton.  Mr. 
Young  said  that  if  the  nation  should  become  involv- 
ed in  all-out  v^ar,  "the  demand  for  cotton  v/ould  be 
unprecedented.  A total  of  11,000  items  made  of 
cotton  are  needed  by  the  armed  forces. The  average 
fighting  man  reonires  200  pounds  of  cotton,  con- 
trasted to  20  pounds  needed  annually  by  civilians. 

Young  stated,  "I  want  to  emphasize  the  fact  that 
this  Couiicil  agreed  unanimously  to  the  goal  of  more 
than  16,000,000  bales  of  cotton  in  1951-  Cotton  is 
one  industry  that  is  rapidly  gearing  itself  to  the 
service  of  the  country." 

He  said  there  would  be  problems  withizi  problems. 
"Labor  and  good  planting  seed  will  bo  scarce,"  he 
said."  Portilizor,  insecticides,  machinery  and 
parts  will  not  be  available  as  needed.  Credit  also 
will  be  a loroblem, "stated  Young. 

Charles  Cannon,  chairman  of  the  textile  industry 
mobilization  committee,  recoimnended  tlnrec  steps 
to  protect  farmers: 

1.  Insure  the  farmer  an  adequate  return  for 
his  maximuia  effort  and  increased  expense  in  what 
will  necessarily  be  a highcost  production  year. 

2.  Assure  the  farmer  an  adequate  price  to  pro- 
tect him  in  any  emergency  which  would  limit  his 
foreign  markets. 

3.  Make  available  to  the  farmer  the  necessary 
machinery,  fertilizer,  insecticides,,  labor  and 
other  essentials  to  accomplish  an  increase  in 
acreage  from  18,000,000  acres  in  195'^  to  30 >000, 000 
acres  in  1951'

Guayulc  was  first  discoV’Ored  in  Texas  in  the  Big 
Bend  cattle  country,  when  rubher  halls  wore  found 
obstructing  the  digestive  systons  of  livestock 
which  had  suddenly  died. 

The  tiny  globules  of  raw  rubber  are  dispersed 
through  all  parts  of  the  bush  except  the  leaves. 

Por  processing  the  plants  nust  be  uprooted  bodily, 
crushed  and  pulverized.  Tiny  screwtapos  of  rubber 
called  "worras"  then  float  to  the  surface  of  separa- 
tion tariks. 

How  hybrid  strains  of  guayule  have  now  been  brec 
by  Agriculture  scientists.  They  arc  expected  to 
yield  a third  as  nuch  rubber  as  the  best  b'orld 
War  II  varieties.  Se^s  and  seedlings  of  these 
new  plants  are  being  grown  and  gathered  at  top 
speed  for  the  national  stockpile. 

, Senator  Lyndon  B.  Johnson  of  Austin  and  Johnson 
City,  as  head  of  the  new  Senate  Prcp)aredncss  Cora- 
laittce  recently  urged  iranediate  revival  of  this 
guayule  prograra. 

Planted  where  little  else  can  grow  without  ex- 
tensive irrigation,  as  on  Western  Texas  arid 
plains,  the  bouncy  bush  will  hold  down  dusty  soil, 
shelter  jack  rabbits  and  coyotes,  and  prove  a nat- 
ural rubber  reserve  in  case  of  national  eracrgency-.
